TROPICAL MEDICINE. 
a eges ee 
At the oprning of the third wiater session of 
the London School of Tropical Medicius on the 
16th ult., Dr. Patrick Manson, EES., C.M.G., 
whore name is 80 well-known hero, made sn 
important specch on the functions of the 
School. We oxtract. the following remarks : — 
At the outset of this schome a great may 
men come forward, both iu moiical papers and 
eleewhere, with the statement that this so- 
callud ‘education in tropical disoaso was altoge- 
ther superfluous. They said that the education 
was guppliod by the ordinary modical centres. 
Now, wen who make statements of that sort 
are either unacquainted with tho subject of: 
tropical disease or they have assigned to the | 
ordinary Medical School an amount of know- 
ledge avd teaching capacity in foroign things 
-which. they really canaot und do not possess, ‘£ 
have boon hauled over- tho’ coala, so to’spoak, 
a good many times for bringing forward state- 
ments of: this sort. Before this, School was 
instituted I gave e lecture oo the subjech of 
the necessity for special stndy. in Tropical 
Digeases at St. George's Hospital, and therein 
I adduced 8 number of instances “in : which 
mistakes in diagnosis had been made, such a8 
no man experieuced or taught in tropical disease 
would muke, and which had led sometimes tofatal 
roanlts, Thivse statoments were contradicted. It 
was insinuated that what I bad brought forward 
were figments of tho imagination and vamped 
op probably to forward the cause I wished to 
advance. Amongst othor things I atated that 
a dixease called beri-beri, familiar to medical 
practioners in most tropical countries, wis 
no uncommon ‘disenss in shipping that 
came into the London Docks, and I brought 
forward some half-dozvn instancos of erroneous 
diagnosis by ship surgeons and others with 
whom the cases had been left in ohorge. .This 
wos contradicted by more than one individual. 
Only the- other day I had o remarkable 
illuatration of $he truth of my statement on 
that occasion. I happened to be passing through 
one of the wards in the Seumen’s Hospital, aud 
Losme to a bed in which a negro was lying ; 
he was dead, and he was dropsical from head to
